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The  highlights  of  the  1962-63  fiscal  year,  a period  of  major  accomplishment,  are  presented  in  this  annual  report. 

Progress  is  not  realized  without  a great  deal  of  planning  and  effort.  The  members  of  our  medical  staff, 
the  corps  of  nurses,  our  employees  and  administration,  and  our  board  of  trustees  have  given  unselfishly  of  them- 
selves for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital.  To  these  people  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks. 

The  progress  we  refer  to  is  twofold:  the  first  deals  with  the  maintenance  of  financial  stability  in  the  opera- 
tions of  the  hospital  on  which  our  growth  depends,  the  advancement  of  our  development  and  building  programs, 
and  the  many  material  improvements  made  during  the  year.  These  are  easily  measured  advancements. 

The  second  deals  with  patient  care  and  satisfaction. 

As  one  of  the  major  teaching  and  research  institutions  in  the  country,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
believes  that  an  atmosphere  of  inquiry  will  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  student,  maintain  an  acute  medical  curiosity 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  and  combine  to  provide  the  finest  patient  care  possible. 

We  are  a major  university  hospital.  Our  responsibilities  are  numerous.  But  our  primary  objective,  to  which 
our  entire  existence  is  oriented,  is  quality  patient  service. 

This  has  been  a year  of  progress.  Yet  we  look  forward,  fully  realizing  that  we  are  well  equipped  to  keep 
pace  with  the  high  medical  standards  which  have  been  established  for  this,  our  hospital. 
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The  story  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  is  a story  of  people. 

It  is  the  story  of  the  medical  students,  interns,  residents  and  fellows 
who  use  it  as  a teaching  institution.  It  is  the  story  of  the  scientists  and 
technicians  who  use  its  facilities  for  research  and  service.  It  is  the  story  of 
the  sick  and  the  injured  who  arrive  daily  for  patient  care.  It  is  the  story  of  hope. 

The  only  private,  voluntary  hospital  in  the  vast  complex  of  medical 
and  allied  institutions  in  the  west  side  Medical  Center  District,  it  stands  as 
one  of  the  country’s  leaders  in  medical  education,  research  and  patient  care. 

This  year,  more  than  800  medical  students,  interns,  residents,  nurses, 
researchers  and  others  received  training  here.  More  than  $1,500,000  was 
allocated  for  research  studies  on  unsolved  medical  problems.  More  than 
27,000  patients  were  hospitalized  and  75,794  visits  were  made  to  the  Health 


Center  clinic  for  outpatient  treatment. 

These  people  saw  great  strides  in  progress  for  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  this  past  year.  The  new  $2,000,000  Health  Center  housing 
the  outpatient  clinics  was  opened  in  September  1963  and  is  now  beginning 
to  serve  patients  of  all  economic  levels. 

Construction  is  well  underway  on  floors  5 through  9 of  the  South 
Center  Building  and  soon  will  continue  to  floor  13.  Extensive  remodeling  is 
being  done  and  will  continue  in  older  areas  of  the  Pavilion,  the  Jones  Build- 
ing, the  Murdock  Building  and  Senn-Rawson  buildings. 

In  the  following  pages  of  this  annual  report  we  will  highlight  some 
of  the  1963  accomplishments  of  the  people  who  comprise  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke's  Hospital. 


Optimum  patient  care  is  the  objective  of  every  hospital.  But  in  a major 
teaching  hospital  such  as  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's,  research  becomes  an 
integral  part  of  the  entire  program.  The  atmosphere  for  learning,  which  is 
created  through  this  type  of  effort,  is  the  basis  for  ultimately  improving 
patient  care  through  discovery  of  new  methods  of  combating  disease. 

Research  is  generally  divided  into  two  classifications:  basic  research, 
which  is  the  work  devoted  to  discovery  of  new  facts  and  fundamental  truths, 
and  applied  research  which  develops  new  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  disease. 

During  the  year,  some  of  the  basic  studies  included  the  growth  in 
tissue  cultures  of  cells  that  secrete  joint  fluid.  Scientists  will  use  the  cells 
to  study  the  roles  of  immunity  in  rheumatoid  arthritis. 

Another  research  team  discovered  a new  virus  that  causes  ulcer-like 
sores  and  often  death  in  the  tiny  marmoset  monkeys  which  are  being  raised 
experimentally  for  possible  use  in  hepatitis  and  cancer  research. 

Researchers  devised  a method  of  selectively  and  locally  heating 
areas  of  deep  tissue  through  a strong  electromagnetic  field  focused  on  small 
particles  of  magnets  buried  in  the  tissue  as  a probable  attack  on  cancer  cells. 

They  developed  a method  for  experimentally  producing  renal  hyper- 
tension in  dogs  which  will  enable  them  to  learn  more  about  this  form  of  high 
blood  pressure  in  humans. 


A new  test  to  differentiate  live  cells  from  dead  cells  in  preserved 
bone  marrow  was  developed.  This  is  vital  to  the  transplantation  of  marrow 
and  the  evaluation  of  methods  of  storing  bone  marrow. 

Scientists  isolated  substances  from  the  thymus  glands  of  cows  in 
a study  to  learn  more  about  how  the  thymus  gland  works. 

They  isolated  and  characterized  some  of  the  components  of  an 
influenza  virus.  One  component  proved  to  be  an  enzyme  which  may  eventu- 
ally give  a key  to  knock  out  influenza. 

Using  a chemical  to  reduce  tissue  rejection  processes,  surgeons 
have  successfully  transplanted  lungs  in  dogs  and  maintained  them  for  as 
long  as  two  months. 

A research  team  developed  a new  technique  using  radioisotopes 
to  study  the  metabolic  disorders  of  bones  and  peripheral  circulation.  They 
also  studied  immunilogical  problems  in  bone  grafts  and  the  comparative 
rates  of  healing  in  bone  defects  implanted  with  various  types  of  materials. 
Further  studies  were  done  in  the  bone  bank. 

Research  scientists  began  studies  in  animals  using  delicate  equip- 
ment to  measure  the  amount  of  oxygen  in  the  liver;  also  to  determine  whether 
high  pressure  oxygen  can  be  a useful  treatment  for  some  liver  diseases. 

Atomic  absorption  spectrophotometry  was  developed  for  use  in  the 
study  of  trace  metals  in  various  diseases. 

Kidney  studies  in  pregnant  women  revealed  that  decrease  in  kidney 
efficiency  in  some  women  may  be  a cause  of  toxemias  of  pregnancy. 


During  1963,  several  applied  science  studies  were  performed  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital.  Researchers  developed  new  aids  for  diag- 
nosing hard-to-detect  insulin  secreting  tumors  of  the  pancreas. 

They  found  a simpler  technique  for  using  battery-powered  pace- 
makers attached  outside  the  body  to  keep  the  heart  beating  by  rhythmically 
shocking  it. 

Surgical  researchers  developed  a new  operation  for  joining  the  blood 
vessels  of  the  spleen  to  the  kidney  to  restore  circulation  to  kidneys  deprived 
of  blood  by  injury,  hardening  of  the  arteries,  or  other  disease.  The  technique 
is  now  being  perfected  with  animal  research. 

A clinical  trial  of  the  new  inactivated  measles  vaccine  was  con- 
ducted in  the  Well-Baby  Clinic. 

Pediatric  cardiologists  studied  the  physiology  of  the  newborn  with 
emphasis  on  changes  imposed  on  normal  circulation  by  congenital  defects 
and  the  body's  resultant  mechanisms  to  cope  with  the  extra  burden. 

A continuing  program,  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  and  other  institutions, 
evaluated  chemotherapeutic  agents  and  hormones  in  various  combinations 
and  methods  of  administration  in  the  treatment  of  cancer.  Studies  are  in 
progress  on  the  metabolism  of  normal  and  abnormal  cells  in  humans  as  a 
means  of  developing  better  methods  of  diagnosing  cancer. 

Cooperative  work  was  also  done  with  other  institutions  in  studies 
of  drug  therapy  and  the  prevention  of  heart  attacks;  on  the  nutritional  status 


of  populations  in  underdeveloped  countries;  and  on  persons  with  high 
blood  pressure  caused  by  reduced  blood  flow  to  the  kidneys. 

Research  showed  in  dogs  that  the  use  of  a nitrate  compound  imme- 
diately after  a heart  attack  increased  blood  supply  to  the  heart  and  enabled 
the  dog  to  live  longer.  Investigations  will  be  done  on  the  possibility  of  appli- 
cation to  humans. 

A team  began  a project  to  explore  the  possible  use  of  the  new  and 
fascinating  fibre-optics  for  photographing  the  upper  air  passages. 

Further  work  was  done  on  some  of  the  long-term  studies  being 
carried  out  on  coronary  disease,  alcoholism,  and  the  use  of  hypothermia  in 
surgery. 

Researchers  discovered  that  a large  percentage  of  those  individuals 
who  have  had,  or  are  developing  a blood  clot,  have  an  increased  amount  of 
an  enzyme  present  in  their  blood  plasma.  This  may  point  the  way  to  an 
eventual  test  which  would  warn  of  an  imminent  attack  and  might  provide  a 
means  for  identifying  those  persons  with  a tendency  to  develop  blood  clots. 

A pilot  program  to  assess  periodic  health  examinations  in  an  out- 
patient clinic  revealed  the  value  of  this  procedure  in  improving  medical  care. 
This  study  will  be  continued  over  the  next  three  years  to  determine  the  fre- 
quency with  which  health  examinations  and  laboratory  procedures  should 
be  done. 

Research  is  an  on-going  function.  Today  it  may  help  an  individual 
patient.  Tomorrow  it  may  benefit  thousands.

Every  person  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  is  oriented  to  provide  the 
best  care  possible  for  the  patients  who  come  here. 

Their  combined  efforts  this  year  accounted  for  13,871  major  surgical 
operations,  12,929  procedures  in  the  emergency  room,  delivery  of  2,904  babies, 
performance  of  92,764  examinations  and  treatments  with  X-rays  and  radio- 
isotopes, 809,474  laboratory  procedures,  45,995  physical  therapy  treatments, 
delivery  of  35,181  switchboard  messages,  distribution  of  16,120  floral  pieces 
to  patienfs,  delivery  of  1,144,000  pieces  of  incoming  mail,  and  the  processing 
of  some  8,000,000  pieces  of  laundry. 

The  new  Health  Center  clinic  opened  on  September  3;  a physician 
was  appointed  its  clinical  director;  the  first  outpatients  were  served. 

The  size  of  the  medical  staff  has  been  increased  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  36  new  members.  Neurological  services  were  expanded  following  the 


appointment  of  the  chairman  of  the  department  of  neurology. 

A new  department  of  biophysics  was  authorized,  and  will  be  con- 
cerned with  the  development  of  mechanical  instrumentation  for -medicine 
and  surgery. 

The  child  psychiatry  section  staff  was  increased  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  two  child  psychiatrists,  a psychiatric  social  worker,  five  social 
service  workers,  a physical  education  director  and  an  art  instructor.  The 
13th  floor  functioned  as  an  open  area  for  the  first  time,  and  in  July,  the 
psychiatric  Day  Hospital  began  its  activities  caring  for  patients  in  the  day- 
time and  letting  them  return  home  at  night. 

Services  were  increased  in  the  division  of  radiology  and  nuclear 
medicine  to  include  radioactive  scans  of  the  kidneys  and  brain. 

The  inhalation  therapy  department  again  increased  its  services  and 
is  now  the  largest  in  the  Chicago  area. 

A central  oxygen  system  was  installed  and  now  provides  oxygen 
outlets  to  all  patient  rooms  throughout  the  general  nursing  areas. 

A total  of  49,142  hours  was  given  by  volunteers  this  year.  The  num- 
ber of  volunteers  was  approximately  325;  they  served  in  some  50  hospital  areas.

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  continues  to  serve  as  the  master 
Poison  Control  and  Treatment  Center  for  Chicago.  Vital  information  on 
antidotes  for  poisons  is  provided  on  a 24-hour,  round-the-clock  basis  to 
parents,  physicians,  and  other  hospitals.  As  part  of  the  Poison  Control 
Program  in  Chicago,  the  hospital  has  set  up  laboratory  facilities  to  screen 
children  suspected  of  having  lead  poisoning.  This  program  is  designed  to 
combat  lead  poisoning  city-wide  for  all  children— both  private  patients  and 
the  medically  indigent. 

Renovation  was  accomplished  in  admitting,  X-ray,  accounting,  endos- 
copy, a pavilion  operating  room,  electrocardiography  and  Rush  Medical 
Library.  Two  cast  rooms,  a proctoscopy  room,  four  minor  surgery  rooms,  a five 
patient  bed  emergency  room  and  four  patient  rooms  were  remodeled. 

A pulmonary  function  laboratory  was  set  up  for  testing  infants  with 
asthma.  A room  was  air  conditioned  and  equipped  with  an  electrostatic  filtra- 
tion unit  for  patients  in  the  pediatric  allergy  section,  just  begun  last  year. 

A laboratory  was  established  in  the  intensive  therapy  unit,  available 
24  hours  a day,  for  monitoring  blood  pH  and  carbon  dioxide  content. 

New  equipment  was  purchased  by  the  pathology  laboratory  to  speed 


up  diagnosis  done  during  surgery. 

The  Lawrence  Armour  Day  School  for  children  of  medical  center 
personnel  opened  in  September. 

A new  sound  system  was  given  to  provide  quiet  music  for  the 
chapel  and  was  connected  with  the  pillow  speaker  system  for  broadcasting 
services  to  patients. 

Efficiency  was  increased  in  many  ways.  More  parking  lot  area  was 
purchased  and  paved.  Courses  in  personal  improvement,  grooming,  poise 
and  courtesy  were  given  for  the  second  year  to  personnel.  A new  inpatient 
educational  program  for  the  staff  and  personnel  in  the  emergency  room  was 
begun.  Hospital  security  was  studied  by  a graduate  police  administrator, 
and  a new  security  program  adopted.  The  radio  paging  system  was  expanded. 
Inpatient  chart  forms  were  redesigned. 

And  small  nice  things  were  done;  masks,  pumpkins,  cider  and 
donuts  for  pediatric  patients  were  provided  at  Halloween.  Starting  an  "Art 
Cart”  with  paintings  for  patients  to  select  for  their  rooms;  holding  Sunday 
School  classes  for  pediatric  patients;  and  giving  complimentary  guest  trays 
for  patients  to  have  guests  on  Thanksgiving  Day.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF 


This  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes  and  much  progress,  but  in 
the  interest  of  brevity,  I shall  touch  only  on  those  events  which  highlight 
the  year. 

The  appointment  of  Maynard  M.  Cohen,  M.D.  as  chairman  of  the 
department  of  neurology  stands  out  as  one  of  the  most  important  staff 
additions  of  the  year.  Dr.  Cohen  is  a well-known  neurologist  and  one  of  the 
foremost  men  in  the  field  today.  Also  appointed  to  the  staff  as  a member 
of  the  department  of  neurology  was  Jack  Drori,  M.D.  This  new  team  which 
will  lead  our  neurological  program  adds  tremendous  strength  to  the  overall 
hospital  service. 

Each  year  has  seen  a better  house  staff  than  the  year  before,  and 
each  year  we  have  been  able  to  appoint  a few  more  outstanding  individuals 
to  our  staff.  The  national  reputation  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  has 
risen  to  a point  where  we  now  can  compete  for  house  staff  as  well  as  for 
senior  personnel  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  leading  university  hospitals 
in  the  country. 

During  the  past  year  an  order  was  placed  for  a new  hyperbaric 
chamber  which  will  be  used  for  heart  and  circulatory  research  under  high 
oxygen  pressures.  Delivery  of  the  new  chamber  is  expected  in  March,  1964. 

A grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  was  received  for 
$100,000  for  general  research,  the  first  such  grant  to  be  given  any  hospital 


in  the  country.  This  is  indicative  of  the  quality  of  research  taking  place  in 
the  hospital,  and  is  a vote  of  confidence  in  our  ability  to  utilize  such  a grant 
in  new  areas  of  investigation. 

This  year  also  marks  the  final  year  of  rotating  internships.  Begin- 
ning with  the  1964  class,  only  straight  internships  will  be  offered. 

A program  of  investigation  is  now  underway  to  determine  how  best 
to  meet  the  national  nursing  shortage.  Although  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
the  quality  as  well  as  number  of  nursing  personnel,  the  study  now  underway 
will  ultimately  allow  this  hospital  to  derive  far  greater  value  from  the  trained 
nurses  on  our  staff. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  our  outstanding  staff  members: 
Doctors  George  H.  Coleman,  James  B.  Eyerly,  Theophil  B.  Grauer,  Kenneth 
C.  Johnston,  James  H.  Mitchell,  Wilber  E.  Post  and  Frank  Wojniak.  We 
mourn  their  passing  but  continue  to  honor  them  for  the  contributions  they 
made  to  the  advancement  of  medical  science,  and  to  the  growth  of 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

As  we  move  into  another  year  we  fully  recognize  the  magnitude 
of  the  responsibilities  which  we  face.  The  teaching  of  medicine  and  the 
progress  of  our  research  efforts  are  directed  toward  one  objective— better 
patient  care.

The  Woman’s  Board  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  again  recorded 
a most  successful  year.  Countless  hours  have  been  given  by  members  of 
the  Board  to  achieve  our  goals  in  service  and  fund  raising. 

The  Board  gave  the  hospital  $122,333.43  to  support  the  many  pro- 
grams which  constantly  need  financial  assistance.  In  addition,  a gift  of 
$100,000  from  accrued  funds  was  made  toward  the  construction  of  the 
South  Center  building. 

The  1963  Fashion  Show  reverted  to  a format  of  25  years  ago  by 
holding  an  afternoon  and  evening  performance.  This  successful  effort 
resulted  in  a substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Spring  Supplement  in  the  Chicago  Daily  News  was  also  a most 
successful  venture  in  1963.  Its  ability  to  attract  funds  through  advertisements 
sold  by  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  was  a major  achievement.  But 
equally  impressive  was  the  story  of  the  hospital’s  many  research  programs. 

The  Gift  Shop  and  Tea  Room  committee,  the  Baby  Alumni,  the  Board 
Members,  the  Contributors  fund,  the  Associate,  the  Child's  Free  Bed,  Tag 
Day  and  the  Thanksgiving  Teas  combined  their  efforts  toward  the  fund- 
raising projects  of  the  Board.  The  Episcopal  and  Presbyterian  churches  were 
also  well  represented  in  the  total  raised  for  the  hospital. 

In  its  search  for  new  ways  to  be  of  service  to  the  hospital,  the 
Board  recently  organized  an  art  cart  committee.  Framed  reproductions  of 
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varied  works  of  art  are  delivered  to  patients  who  select  a painting  for  their 
room.  The  cart,  manned  by  volunteers  makes  three  trips  each  week  to  patient 
rooms.  In  a small  way  this  has  helped  brighten  the  stay  of  many  patients. 

Volunteer  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  gave  more  than  6,000 
hours.  The  Service  Sewing  groups  provided  some  20,000  diapers  which  were 
presented  to  maternity  patients,  and  complete  layettes  were  given  to  those 
in  need.  The  senior  citizens  Christmas  party  given  by  the  Health  Center 
Committee  was  attended  by  some  150  patients  and  was  quite  a success. 
The  patient  library  disperses  more  than  2,000  books  each  month,  and  the 
Gift  Shop  and  Tea  Room  provide  a valuable  service  as  well  as  additional 
income.  Each  week,  volunteers  take  a cart  from  the  Gift  Shop  to  patients  in 
the  hospital  allowing  them  to  select  items  carried  by  the  Shop  and  displayed 
on  the  cart. 

My  second  year  as  president  of  this  Board  has  been  most  gratifying. 
The  work  of  each  individual  has  been  outstanding,  and  through  their  efforts 
this  fine  report  for  1963  has  been  made  possible.  The  demands  placed  on  the 
hospital  are  ever-changing  and  constantly  increasing.  To  assist  in  any  way  in 
the  realization  of  these  goals  is  the  primary  objective  of  the  Woman's  Board.
